When wholesale egg buyers were 
paying farmers 3514 cefits a dozen, 
the Hawleys were getting between 
48 and 50 cents—depending on whe- 
ther their eggs were sold at the 
farm or to the stores in Batavia. 
They figure that to make out they 
have to have at least 6 cents above 
the wholesale market price for the 


“eges they ecll at retail. ‘

Sales at the Hawley farm have 
reached as high as $100 a day. An 
average day will find. $40 or $50 
in the till. Live-weight evll hens 
are also sold at the farm.

The Hawleys haven't just done 
all this in recent years when the 
demand was high. Warren Hawley 
started building up the business 25 
or 30 years ago’ when he got tired 
of the wide fluctuations in prices 
he was getting from New York City 
commission men. :

“We talked a couple of restaur- 
ant owhers in Batavia into taking 
our cues regularly,” he recalls. 
“Our price was based a few cents 
shove the New York market.”

Later they added to their cus- 
tomers a meat market, a couple 
of grocery stores and a delicates- 


sen. Also, they began to sell baby- 


chicks locally. They give most of 
the credit for spreading: their busi- 
ness to word-of-mouth advertis- 
ing—plus an attractive Hawley exe 
carton, and the egg recipes Mrs. 
Hawley inserted im. the carton. 

* * * 

One thing the Hawleys do with- 
out fail is to candle and carton 
egus tight before their farm cus- 
tomers’ eves... : 

“They don’t seem to mind wait- 
ing and they like to see what they're 
getting.” Hawley explains. Eggs 
are gathered four times a day and 
kept in a cooler room, A girl, who 
is in charge of the egg room at 
the end of the hatchery closest to 
the read, takes care of this and also 
cleans, washes and grades for sale. 


She sets eggs for the incubator 
too.

“Make cash deals —no credit,” 
advises Warren Hawley. “And he 
sure that you have a year-around, 
adequate supply of eggs for all 
customers. Too few eggs for a 
month or two can ruin our kind 
of business.”

Jf you raise broilers, instead of 
eggs, you might be interested in 
some experiments recéntly made at 
the University of Idaho, At a cost 
of only $6.37 for antibiotic: supple- 
ment research men there added $59 
to the income from 1000 broilers.

All the antibiotics studied-—aureo- 
mycin, streptomycin and penicillin 
—produced an increase in growth 
rate of chicks. Charles F. Peter- 
sen felt that a combination of two 
or more of them might possibly 
produce better results than using 
only one. And it. appears that anti- 
biotics improve general vigour and 
thriftiness of birds and cut down 
the number of runts and culls.

The thousand birds getting the 
antibiotic supplement with their 


feed averaged 3.45 pounds at ten 
weeks, consumed 8.5 pounds of 
feed per bird and returned $604 
over feed cost, Another thousand 
birds, getting the same ration but 
without the antibiotics averaged 
3.2 pounds at ten weeks, ate 8.3 
pounds each and returned a net of 


$545.

Today, we rely upon coal and of} 
for a lot of our power, But neither 
Of these will last forever; they are 
wasting assets. Some day, the sup- 
plics will peter out and we shall 
have. to use some other source of 
energy, Thiat’s why we're putting 
so much work 

But atomic energy is difficult and 
dangerous to put to use. It is in- 
volving us in endless trouble and 
expense And .the minerals that are 
used are, like coal and oil, in limited 
supply, 

Unused Energy 

Yet in the sun itself we have a 
huge atomic energy machine that 
has been working efficiently for 
billions of years. The sunshine that 
we see now and again is just as 
mitch atomic energy as the heat 
that scorched Hiroshima. 

And it’s there in unlimited quan- 
tity—all free and waiting to be used. 
_ Even in temperate climates like 
ours, the sun pours a steady stream 
of energy on to us throughout the 
day. If we could harness it, this 
would give us all the power we 
need. It bas been estimated that 
over atm area the size of Egypt 
enough sunshine could be trapped to 
supply power for the world. 

Scientist and engineers have been 
experimenting for centuries to try 
and put the sun to work. A twenty 
square yard reflector concentrated 
the sun’s rays on to a boiler and 
generated one horse-power at the 
Paris Exhibition in 1818. Others 
built in Egypt, Australia and Mex- 
ic. have raised as much as 50 h.p. 

Most of these machines haye-de- 
pended on the concentration of the 
sun's rays by large reflecting mir- 
rors. A plant of this sort was work- 
ing in Cairo before the First World 
War. 

It was made from a series of huge 
mirrors shapél like long troughs 


that focused the sun’s rays on to- 


water pipes running down the mid- 
dle of each trough. The steam rais- 
ed was: used to pump 
irrigation, 

The c&pital cost of this sort of 
sun engine is liable to be high. But 
modern developments such as the 
use of aluimtnun: mirrors could soon 
reduce the cost. 

Chemists have started using small 
solar furnaces of .this txpe to reach 
extremely high. temperatures. One 
furnace was built in Paris in 1946, 
using searchlight mirrors to con- 
centrate the sun's rays. It reached 
temperatures as high as 5,000,de- 
grees, and will melt lime or plat- 
inum., 

But mirrors and lenses for con- 
centrating the rays aren't the only 
ways of harnessing energy from the 
sun, We can convert light directly 
into electricity by means of the 
photo-electric cell, 

We use these in the ‘electric eyes” 
that do all sorts of jobs from count- 
ing passengers on trains to making 
burglar alarms. But there’s no rea- 
son why they shouldn't be used on 
a really big scale as a way of gen- 


water for 


erating electric current fram the 
sunshine, 
Some chemicals like Glauber's 


salt have the useful ability of being 
able to absorb heat from sunshine 
like a sponge soaking up water. 
Then the chemicals will release the 
heat again when it’s wanted. 

A house has already been butlt in 
America in which the central heat’ 
ing is done by absorbed sunshine. 
Under two glass plates on the roof 
there is a blackmetal sheet that 
serves as a sunshine trap. 

Behind the metal sheet a current 
of air circulates, picking up the 
heat and carrying it off to special 
heat storage bins containing Glau- 
ber’s salt. 

The chemical liquifies as it-takes 
up heat from the air stream, Then it 
solidifies atid releases the heat again

Even today, sugar cane used like 
this could give us a fuel costing 
only about ten times as much as 
coal. Research could soon bring 
costs of this sort tumbling down. 

The atomic—energn process that 
provides the sun with its energy 
has been going on millions. of 
years. But there’s TO sign of it 
petering out just™y¢t. 

It seems a-bit unreasonable, with’ 
all this free energy and power pour- 
ing down on us every day, that we 
should be going to all the trouble 
and expense of hacking out coal 
and splitting atoms. 

Money diverted from the atomic 
research budget might enable us to 
harness the power from Old Sol. 


“Foiling” the Mice 


Fruit breeding farms are using 
aluminum foil in a fashion whicn 
produces a new twist to the “Bark 
worse than bite” adage, Mice, which 
formerly did considerable damage 


*to the valuable fruit trees by gnaw- 


ing. at the tasty bark, are finding 
pickings thin at the Minnesota Fruit 
Breeding Farm 

Aluminum «foil, easily crimped 
about the base of the trees, is prov- 
ing too much for the marauding 
little rodents. 

The Canadian Grower reports “its 
a cheaper material than hardware 
cloth, : 

A heavy-duty aluminium foil 
should be used, The foil can be cut 
as jt is used and trees 1 inch in di- 
ameter require 8 to 10 inches of foil. 

On these small trees’ the foil is 
crimped into place. On trees over 
2 inches in diameter, it must be tied 
and will probably require too much 
material.”

There is & great variauon ta 


prices and there is’ even a wider 
variation in quality, Good healthy 
stock is green, pliable, moist and 
equipped with sound buds, but not 
in leaf. It is only with such stock 
that one can be “lucky.” When 
purchased, good stock will be well 
wrapped to keep in moisture and 
keep out the air, especially about 
the roots. The buyer should make 
sure he keeps it that way. 

If not ready to plant immediate- 
ly the stock should be “heeled in”; 
that is, planted in a shallow trench 
with soil pressed firmly about the 
roots and over the lower part of 


the stem. 


{n planting permanently, set @ 
‘ittle deeper than previously, spread 
roots out weil. cover firmly with 
a fine, rich soil, water generously, 
then tramp down hard. A small 
tree or shrub should have more 
watering for the first few weeks. 
Trees should be tied. firmly to a 
stake for the first year, This 
give the tiny, new roots a chance 


to get firmly fastened in the new 
location. Without these fine roots

These Go First 
In most cases there. is one corner 
of the gardén which dries before 
the rest. This is the spot to plant 
the very early things, hardy vege- 
tables and flowers that can go in the 
ground just as soon as one can get 
out and dig. Frost and snow later 
on will not hurt these, and some 
of them must make their 
growth while soil and air are cool, 
Among the vegetables .in this 
category will W® radish, leaf lettuce, 
spinach, carly onions and the har- 
diest of the garden peas, Of course, 
this refers to first plantings only. 
Main plantings should go in Jater, 
and final plantings after that, With 
vegetables it is important to string 
out the plantings so that the har- 
vest will be equally extended, All 
the vegetables mentioned can be 
planted at least three times, a fort- 
night apart, and some like lettuce 
and radish, carrots, beets, beans, 
ete., can be planted at intervals 
right up to the first week in July. 
Among the hardy flowers will be 
things -like cosmos, marigolds, 
pansies, sweet peas and anything 
else listed as very hardy in a Ca- 
adian seed catalogue. Some of 
these are so resistant to frost that 
they sow themselves and come on 
as volunteer plants in the spring. 
Some of them especially sweet peas. 
must be planted just as soon as 
possible in the spring if they are 
to make proper growth before the 
hot weather checks them.

No matter unfavorable «the 
location there is some flower, vege- 
table or shrub that will thrive, in it 
and actually prefer such a situation. 
Che ideal garden, of ‘course, is open 
to the sun and the soil is a rich, 
well-drained loam. But there - are 
many plants which do not care tor 
this. Some flowers, vegetables and 
certain varjeti¢s of grass prefer 
shade, want acid soil rather 
than some like heavy clay 
better than loam or sand, some ac- 
tually do better in poor soil than

Phe thing in planning is to con- 
sider these special likes and dis- 
likes, then to select those. plants 
that ones. special location.

Lawn Work 


One can’t sow lawn grass seed 
tog soon in the spring. Some people 
even broadcast over the last snow 
and as it melts it carries the seed 
down into the soft earth, On a 
sloping place, of course, this might 
not be advisable where running 
water might carry seed away. 

Good grass seed consists of @ 
blend of several different grassé¢s, 
Some of these germinate quickly, 
providing some cover and also the 
necessary protection for the later 
more permanent a ta For shady 
locations one should get a special 
mixture. Either for patching or new 
lawns, grass seed should be sown 
liberally and lightly raked in. 

Like most plants grass will ap- 
preciate good soil and an occasional 
application of fertilizer, As new 
grass is easily pulled out so one 
should make sure the mower is 
sharp for the first few cuttings 
especially. e

When the winter ended and the sun 
melted the snow only in a few cases 
was there any heavy and immediate 
run off. Rivers and streams rose 
gradually and they flowed all sum- 
mer. 

Now, with the cover gone, the 
water from melting snow, rushes 
across the frozen grouitd into the 
nearest channel and woe betide any- 
thing that gets in its way. Ditches 
that are bone dry and an eyesore

‘the days of gold are over: Even 
the. sovereign or ten dollar gold- 
piece, is now a thing of’ the past.

An even more remarkable. use for 
gold was found by a Mexican — 
Montezuma—who had an artificial 
garden made from precious metals. 
Plants and bushes were wrought in 
gold, while a variety of jewels com- 
posed the blossoms. : 

The passion for gold 
people possessed in the past is 
demonstrated by the Danish as- 
tronomer, Tycho Brahe, who lived 
in the sixteenth century. He once 
had his nose severely cut in a duel

to his face a_gose of gold. 


Around the seventeenth. century 
was the golden age of beds. One 
King of. France whe, lived in that 
period had 413 beds of the most 
sumptuous and extravagant type. 

It was the fashion then tO decor- 
ate béds with gold and silver and 
precious stones, and some are still 


preserved which are worth  for- 
tunes, 
The famous great bed at Ver- 


sailles had crimson velvet curtains 
on which the Triumph of Venus 
was _embbroidered, and so much 
gold was used that the. velvet 
scarcely showed, 

In ancient times we find that gold 
was used in a very lavist” manner. 
One famous Egyptian king, for ex- 
ample, was buried ini a coffin of 
gold which weighed 200 pounds. 

But that was a mere detail com- 
pared with the gold used by the 
Incas of Peru when they erected 
their giant sun temple at Cuzco. 
This building was called the Temple 
of Gold, because so much of | the 
precious metal hati been used in its 
decoration. 

A. wide band ef gold was set in 
the walls and went right round the 
building, This temple was the house 
of the Sun Worshippers, and on 
one wall they had a representation 
of the sun in the form of a huge 
disc of pure gold. 

Even the priegtsswho lived in the 
building wore costlygarments otf 
gold thread woven by the virgins 
of the temple, 

Perhaps we can understand the 
fad of an ancient king who, being 
unable to write his name, traced it 
from four letters cut in gold. But it 
may be a little more surprising to 
learn that in the sixteenth century 
Spaniards in the West Indies used 
gold dust to salt their meat. 

And if gold had been a stronger 
metal a modern note might have 
struck by: the mention of a

Only the other day a spokesman 
of the medical profession attacked 
a third danger in everyday life. 
X-ray machines in shoe shops, it 
was alleged, may expose customers 
to dangerous radiation rays. 

An unwary customer might go 
from shop to shop for a correct 
hoe fitting, ignorant of the danger 
in the ray machines, Declares the 
British Medical Journal: “In one 
shoe-fit.ing of twenty seconds, 
doses ranging to ll6r (roentgen 
rays) have been recorded. The ex- 
posure may be repeated ‘mmedi- 
ately in the game shop and again 
in other shops, and it is clear that 
large doses might be given.” 

Perhaps you weren't aware of 
the risks? Manufacturers shake 
their heads and ‘say that the cri- 
ticisms are ballyhoo, and it is only 
fair to point out that X-ray ma- 
chines. have been in use in the 
larger shoe shops for thirty years. 
Or is this another case of a very 
real danger, ignored at your peril 
by neglectful officialdom?

There are perhaps 100,000 species 
of spiders in the world, and not-all 
are content to weaye webs and 
wait for victims to fly into them. 

The Magnificus, of Australia, 
lassoos them! Seated on a twig, 
she hangs from a front leg a silk 
thread two inches long with a pin’s 
head globule of yum at the end. 
Along comes a night-flying moth, 
perhaps mistaking her for a flower. 

As the moth flutters 
the spider begins to whirl the 
line about her head, until the. prey 
is caught by the sticky globule. She 
“plays” her line like an angler un 
til the moth tires of struggling, then 
draws tt in and wets her meal.

Gradually, 
over many hours, she drew it up 
from the floor, then’ made, many 
bites at the base of its tail, running 
away after each, and finally killing 
the mouse, states Mr. John Cromp- 
ton in a book of enthralling inter- 
est. “The Spider.” 

In Malaya, and elsewhere, there 
is an insect-catching™ Pitcher Plant, 
whose flowers, 
with hinged top, are nearly half- 
full of a sweet-smelling fluid which 
lures the insect to its doom. In the 
remote past a crab spider must have 
been thus captured, but instead of 
losing its head and dropping into 
the fluid it wove a few threads for 
foothold in the upper part and in 
due course realized that, far from 
being in a nasty predicament, it

comnmion ants, act. like them, often 
live among them. 
An ant haS two antennae, six 


legs, so some spiders place their 
front pair of legs over their fore- 
heads and wiggle them like anten- 
nae, leaving them, apparently, also 
with but six legs! The spider can 
so imitate the gait and jerky move- 
ments that when in motion ant and 
spider are indistinguishable. In 
Brazil, an explorer caught a large- 
headed ant to identify its species, 
and found to his surprise that it 
was a black spider bearing over its 
head and shoulders an ant’s hollow 
skeleton!

“Sourdough” is a term applied 
both to northern prospectors and 
their hot cakes or pancakes, as 
some call them, But how many 
know that sour dough hot cakes 
can be made right in our modern 
kitchens? 

I used to be called a “sour dough 
artist” because I had cooked for 
men and learned the art. You may 
think there is not much art required 
to make hot cakes for breakfast. 
But it really docs take a little’ art 
and it took a lot of experimenting 
for me to get the recipe in a form 
that could be given to others, 

* 


I learned to make sour doughs 
many years ago when I used to 
hike up to a lookout in the forest. 
There «during the summer months 
an interesting old man kept the 
vigil for forest fires. He had what 
he called his “starter.” 


It was some very sour-smelling 
dough in a bowl. I say sour smell- 
ing but a good sourness. He kept 
it covered and guarded it well; that 
is, he never wanted it to get too 
have it get 


warm or to 
either. 


chilled 


We used to laugh and say he had 
to sleep with it at night and carry 
it to some cool place in the daytime, 
perhaps to a mountain stream in 
very hot weather; at least, to a 
shady place. 


The nice thing about this starter 
is that it improves with age and 
the more often it is used the more 
active it is. In the first place, the 
starter is begun by. dissolving a 
yeast cake in a small amount of 
flour and water and keeping it in 
a warm place until it grows and 
gets very light and spongy 

. * . 

The sour doughs are made by 
stirring a cupful of this starter into 
a larger bowl of flour and water to 
make a drop batter; by this I 
mean a rather heavy batter. This is 
done before you retire at night. 

. a- 

When you get up in the morning 
this mass of dough is light and 
active. Before you do anything 
more, you take out a cup of it and 
put it away in a covered bowl 
Your electric refrigerator, if you 
have one, is just the place for it and 
this is. your starter for future use, 


Then into your bow] of dough, 


which for the average family 
should be about three cups, you 
drop one whole ‘egg, one-fourth 


cup of sugar, a rounding teaspoon 
of salt, and beat all well, You beat 
this to thin it down so that it runs.

Strange Origins 
Of Common Words 


Even if you don’t fill in Cross- 
word puzzles in your spare time, 
you may still be surprised at the 
origin of some of the following 
everyday words and phrases. .... 

The word: “calendar” owes its 
origin to the Kalends (Lat, Kalen- 
dx), the name given by the Romans 
to the first day of each month, 

July and August were named at- 
ter Julius and Augustus Cesar, and 
the remaining months after Roman 
gods, 

The use of the word “noon” for 
mid-day is derived from the Latin 
word ninth. 

In the time of the Early English 
Church, the services held’ at the 
ninth hour of, the day, then 3 pm, 
as the day according to. the Roman 
reckoning began at © a.m., were 
called the “Nones,” just as the first 
services were ¢alled “Primes,” and 
those in the evening “Vespers.” 

When the hour for the Nones 
was changed to mid-day. the word 
used, to denote that 


“nonus,” 


“noon” was 
hour. 

Milton, in his poem, I] Penser- 
speaks of “the wandering 
riding near her highest 
and Ben Jonson uses the 
expression “the noon of night,” to 
signify midnight. 

The letters, “a.m.” and “p.m.”, 
indicating time, are abbreviations 
of Latin words ante and post meri- 
diem, before and after mid-day. 

The abbreviations—“i.e.” (Lat. id 
est, that is) and “e.g.” (exempli 
gratia, for the sake of example) are 
commonly used, 

“One may see” 

The letters £ s. di are abbrevia- 
tions of the Latin words, libra—a 
pound, solidus—the smallest gold 
coin, and denarius—the name of an 
ancient Roman silver coin, used in 
early books of law for the English 
penny, 

Hence, too, the use of Ib. for a 
pound by weight, dwt. for penny- 
weight, and cwt. for hundredweight. 

So, too, the use of “viz.” for 
“namely.” which is the abbreviated 
form of the Latin “videre licet,” 
meaning “oyg may see.”

Titanium — Metal of 
Vast Possibilities 

Vitanium the earth’s fourth most 
abundant structural metal, may take 
its place among the other tonnage 
rietals within the next five years, 
thinks Dr. Julian Glasser, research 
meiallurgist. 

Thoug*’ the element was dis- 
covered more than 150 years ago, it 
was not recognized as a workable 
metal until about 1910. Its attractive 
properties have only been known 
for the past few vears. Titanium is 
fichter than iron, stronger than alu- 
minut more corrosion-resistant 
than stainless steel, more abundant 
in the earth’s crust than copper. It 
is still difficult to extract pure titan- 
ium frem its ores economically, but 
sinelting and refining difficulties will, 
certainly be overcome, 

It. titantum were used in frames 
aud engine parts of commercial air- 
craft, larger payloads could be car- 
ried. Because it is. highly ‘sesistant 
to salt-water corrosion, titanium is

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GARDEN NOTES 
Spread Them Out 


The season may be short in most 
parts of Canada but this does not 
prevent a succession of vegetables, 
The trick is to make several sow- 
ings of such things as beets, beans, 

« lettuce, radish, tarrots, etc. It’s a 
“good plan to sow about a third of 
the seed a week or so earlier than 
usual, then follow with a «third 
about the normal time, then a fort- 
night or so later plant the rest. This 
will spread the harvest out over 
many weeks, A still greater spread 
can be obtained by using carly, 
medium and later varieties.

GOING TO START SMOKING A PIPE? 
Here’s Some Advice That MayeBe Helpful 


1 watched the man in the rail- 
way carriage relight his pipe ten 


times, and when he finally emptied: 


out the bowl there was stiil a | third 
of unsmeked tobacco, 


There are many men .who are 
not getting the fullest satisfaction 
out of their pipes, and many others 
who would like to smoke a pipe but 
have never made a success of it: 
so I sought the advice of Messrs. 


Alfred Dunhill, Ltd, on how to 
make. the most of your smoke, 
writes “An Old Briar: Boy” in 
“Answers.” 


The natural inclination of a man 
who decides to try a pipe is to buy 
a cheap one at first to see whether 
he likes pipe-smoking. That is his 
first mistake and the one likely to 


put him off from the first draw. 


The cheap briar pipe is cut from 
jmmature briar which cotains sap. 
Until that is dried out the smoker 
is going to be burning sap as well 
as tobacco with unpleasant results. 

He has, therefore, to “break in” 
the pipe and season it. himself. 


That is why some smokers start- 
ed the practice of burning rum, 
whisky or brandy in the bowl of a 
new pipe in an attempt to speed up 
the drying out of the sap and limit 
their own discomfort, 

In addition, if the sap is dried 
out of immature briar by any sea- 
soning process it leaves the wood 


porous with the result that the 
cheap briar quickly becmes foul. 
Oldest Are Best. 

A good Bruyere pipe is made 
from dead. wood. It is cut from the- 
heavily developed roots of the 
Bruyere shrub, which grows, in hot, 
dry sindy districts such as the 
North African desert. 

The most valuable are those 
which, after living to a great age, 


have died naturally. in the ground. 
Seasoned naturally whilst still liv- 
ing and amenable to change the 
Bruyere root is light, tough and 
close-grained, fog the fibres have 
contracted’ and are not porous. 
And because it contains no sap 4 
true dead-wood Bruyere will give 
you nothing but the smoke of the 
tobacco from the first; and because 
Ht is not.porous it will smoke for 
many years without becoming foul 


The other popular thoice of pipe 
is the one with a rough finish 

which, compared with the smooth 
Bruyere, is a comparatively recent 
innovation, 

This is the pipe in which the 
grain stands out in 5 and looks 
rather like the bar a tree, 

It was discovered by accident. 
Alfred Dunhill in 1914 was experi- 
menting with Algerian briar which 
possessed a beautiful grain. 

Results, however, \were disap- 
pointing due to the fact that’ the 
Algerian briar root is \spongy and 
full of sap. Tests were li iscontinued

off with a full strength tobacco and 


cool smoke, and then if the to- 
bacco is too strong or heady for 
you, come down the scale until you 
find a tobacco combining the right 


degree of strength and coolness 
to suit your particular taste. 


For every pinch of tobacco you 
press into the bowl of your pipe, 
you will generally have to light 
another match. You are, in effect, 
filling your bowl with alternate 
layers of tobacce amd air. A- layer 
of tobacco’ burns, uses) up the oxy- 
gen in the layer of beneath it 
and the pipe goes Tmt; and thus 
the ‘process*is repeated. 


When yourfill a pipe, take plenty’ 


of tobacco into your hand or fill 
it from the bottom of your pouch.. 
Feed the tobacco into the bowl be- 
tween your fingers in one continu- 
oug stream. 

The question of how much to- 
bacco you put in depends, of course, 
upon your own strength of draw. 


At first the tendency is to pack 
too much into. the bowl. For the 
average smoker, though, the to- 


bacco in a well-filled pipe ‘will tap 
out or pull ont gently in one -con- 
tinuous cylinder. 

And, of course, it is this con- 
tinuous cylinder of tobacco that is 
going to give you a 
smoke, 


continuous 


Having filled your pipe you will 
need to light it twice. First. char 
the top shreds of tobacco and press 
them down gently into the bowl; 
light up again and then you should 
be all set for half an hour or more’s 
continuous smoking. 

There is much more to sinoking 
a pipe than a cigarette. The best 
time for one is after a meal, 
you settle down and relax, and give 
yoursclf wp consciously to the en- 
joyment of your smoke
